In July, 187 divorces were grant- | 
ed, in comparison with 69 in July, 
1945. Total for the first seven 
months of 1946 was 1,292.

LONDON, (CP) — The 
government announced late Wed- 
nesday that criminal conspiracy

A statement from Prime Minister 
Attlee said a report on the situa-/ 
tion had been submitted to the di- 
rector of public prosecutions. 

“It is the duty of the police to 
take every step within the limits of 
their resources to prevent breaches | 
of the law and they have been in- 
structed to prevent further forcible 
entries,” the statement said.

Nurses on Strike; 
Students Aid Sick 


BELLEVILLE, Ont., (CP)—The 
250-bed Belleville General hospital, 
filled to capacity and faced with 
several urgent operations, prepared 
Wednesday to carry on with a re- 
duced staff of nurses-in-training 
and volunteers as the strike of 33 
staff nurses went into its second 
day. 

Only two of the hospital’s 35 gra- 
duate nurses remained at work 
Monday night when the 
was called to enforce demands for 
a $25-a-month wage 
a straight eight-hour work day. One 
of the remaining nurses is in charge 
of the main operating room, the 


| other of the maternity ward. 


Present salary is $105 a month, 
from which deductions are made 


for income tax, laundry and meals. \§ 


The nurses have worked a 12-hour 
with two hours off each! 
morning and afternoon. The hos- 
pital is owned and operated by the 
Women's Christian association and 
receives an annual donation of 
$1,800 from the city. The W.C.A. 
appoints a board of governors to 
administer the hospital. 

All 33 nurses have returned to 
their homes—some outside Belle- 
ville—and insist they will not return 
to duty unless their demands are 
met. Some indicated their inten- 
tion to do “special” nursing, for 
which the average fee is $5 a day,

‘Mitchell Hints at New Vote 
To Help Settle Steel Strike

OTTAWA. — Clearest indication | 
that the government may cal] for | 
a new strike vote in the steel dis-| 
pute, ultimately if not now, was 
given Tuesday night in press re-| 


The minister pointed out that, 
according to press dispatches, the 
totals represented at, the union} 
meetings where the government's} 
latest offer was turned down 
evidently formed only “minority 
groups”—2,200 at Hamilton, less 
than 1,000 at Sault Ste. Marie and 
about 1,500 at Sydney. 


Then followed the key sentence 
in the whole statement: “On an 
issue of this kind, important to the 
nation as a whole, the opinion of 
the minister is that a more fair 
method of reaching a decision 
would be to take -a-ballot vote of 
all members of the bargaining unit, 
and the department is willing to 
co-operate with the parties to the 
dispute in taking such a vote.” 


The minister now has power to 
take a new vote under government 


auspices at his own discretion, un- | 
der order-in-council P. C. 3689 | 
passed in the last hours of parl-| 
iament’s recent session. 


There has been no indication the 
government is in any haste to ap-| 
ply this order-in-council in the} 
steel dispute, though it}

On the basis 
of a London radio report of that 
statement, the Polish foreign min- 
istry immediately issued a com- 
munique condemning that Prague

figures covering the Teschen area. 
It is admitted that the Czechoslo- 
vaks are in the majority in the 
western section of the region and 
that the Poles are in the majority 
in the eastern, but which group is 
in the majority if the two sec- 
tions are considered together no 
one really knows this time 

It is estimated more than two- 
thirds of this mixed population is

Without Teschen this country 
would produce approximately less 
than 10,000,000 tons of coal a year 
while the Poles without Teschen 
-—now have a potential prodyction 
of 75,000,000 tons annually. With 
Teschen, Czechoslovak coal pro- 
duction reaches more than 16,000,- 
000 tons a year. Manufacturing | 
plants, railroads and steel] works 
also enhance the value of Teschen 
to either country. But whereas the | 
Czechoslovak claim has an econo- 
mic basis, the Polish claim has an 
ethnic foundation. 

No Argument 


Czechoslovakia took over Tesch; 
en, without much argument, while | 
the Poles were preoccupied fighting | 
the young Soviet Republic back in 
1920, But in 1938, after Munich, 
the Poles marched in and incorpo- 
rated the Teschen area, together 
with an extra territorial helping 
for good measure, into Poland. But 


last year, Czechoslovakia took it 
back. 

There is not much likelihood that 
the Teschen dispute will assume 
the proportions of the Trieste is- 
sue. For one thing, the Soviet 
Union would not look with favor 


upon a serious outbreak within ‘its 
sphere. 

While the present climate is not 
altogether propitious for compro- 
mise, discussion with political lead- 
ers in both countries indicates that 
events will eventually draw Poland 
and Czechoslovakia closer together, 
and that the Teschen controversy 
will be resolved as part of a larger 
plan of cooperation and reconcili- 
ation between the two.

Holiday Pay on Percentage 
Common Practice in Canada 


NEW YORK, (CP)- 
based on a percentage of annual 
earnings rather than on weekly pay 
is one of the most significant dif- 
ferences between Canada and the 
United States holiday and vacation 
practices pointed out in a study re- 
leased by the National Industrial 


Conference board. 

The survey, includes 51 Canadian 
firms employing 132,710 salaried 
workers and wage-earners, as well 
as 254 US. firms employing more 
than 2,000,000. 

One out of three Canadian com- 
panies grant vacation pay to wage- 
earners based on a percentage of 
annual earnings (th's is due in 
part to legislation), while many 
American companies consider 40 
times the base rate as the equiva- 
lent of one week's vacation pay 

Over 90 percent of the Canadian 
firms surveyed have formal paid 
vacation plans in effect. The most 
significant liberalization where Can- 
adian employers reported any 
change in vacation policy during 
the year came in longer vacations 
for their employes. 

Plants Close Down 

As contrasted with the United 
States, a greater percentage of Can- 
adian plants shut down during the 
vacation season, usually in July or 
August. 

A vacation of one week after a 
year’s service for wage-earners, and 
two weeks for salaried workers with 
the same length of service, is the 
plan used by a number of Canadian 
employers Under this arrange- 
ment, employes who meet minimum 
service requirements receive the 
same vacation time regardless of 
the length of time employed. 

The more popular type vacation 
plan in use in both Canada and the 
United States is “graduated.” Here 
the length of vacation is determined 
by length of service. In Canada, 
the average graduated plan requires 
the wage-earner to have one year's 
service with the emvloyer before he 
is eligible for a paid vacation of ona 
week. One third of the Canadian 
employers consulted require the

Fourteen of the 51 Canadian em- 
ployers surveyed grant paid holidays 
to wage earners while practically all 
employers grant their salaried em- 
ployees holiday with pay. Of the 
companies granting paid holidays | 
to wage-earners, the majority give | 
at least six. The most commonly 
observed holidays are: Christmas, 
New Year's Day Victoria Day, Dom- 
inion Day, Good Friday, civie holi- 
day, Labor Day and Thanksgiving. 

Differing from U. S. general prac- 
tice, most Canadian companies do 
not count holidays off as “time | 
worked” in the computation of over- 
time pay. In cases where Canadians | 
are required to work on a holiday, | 
straight time js normally paid the 
salaried worker, while wage-earners 
usually receive time-and-a-half.

The Reaction 

No informed person of course imagines 
that the hot-heads who are wrecking rail- 
ways and rioting in Palestine have the 
approval of Jewish leaders or people through- 
out the world. Violence is not a character- 
istic of the Jewish race. Quite the contrary. 
History supplies unquestionable evidence on 
that point. 

But it would be equally foolish to suppose 
that the proceedings in Palestine are not 
reacting to stimulate anti-semiticism in other 
countries. Not all ‘ gentiles” are either 
well-informed or free from prejudicial bent. 
It is therefore peculiarly unfortunate that 
these outrages are occurring just at a time 
when a multitude of displaced Jews in Europe 
are seeking to migrate to other parts of the 
world—Canada included. 

These homeless folk could not all crowd 
Into Palestine if the bars were lifted ; there 
isn’t room there for them, The great mass 
must find homes elsewhere, whatever may 
happen in the small province at the eastern 
end of the Mediterranean. The disposition 
of people in other countries to admit them, 
and invite them, is not being encouraged by 
the despatches from the Holy Land. 

Not many persons would care to take the 
responsibility of saying off-hand what should 
be done in Palestine. But there can be 
agreement that what is to be done there 
should be worked out by the application of 
reason, not through violence, inter-racial 
strife, rioting and reprisals. 

This must be the hope of everyone who 
wishes well to the Jewish people everywhere. 
The “ terrorists’ are misrepresenting them, 
to their harm in other lands. 


There or Nowhere 

The policy of the United States—support- 
ed by Britain—which Mr. Byrnes stated in 
good set terms at Stuttgart has the inesti- 
mable value of being positive. It marks a 
break with the negative attitude these 
countries have hitherto maintained toward 
the question of what is to be done with 
Germany—and with the sorry mess to 
which Hitler’s criminal lunacy has reduced 
central Europe from the North Sea to the 
Adriatic. 

Thus far Russia is the only one of the 
Big Four to disclose a reconstructive pro- 
gram in that crucial area, and it has been 
doing so by action, not by words, The oth- 
ers have pursued a policy of appeasement, 
with the usual results.

The current employment peak 
in the United States is a measure 
of three things: the production 
that country has attained the ex- 
tent of reconversion and the de- 
gree of labor peace achieved, It 
may be recalled that industry 
scoffed at Henry Wallace's esti- 
mate that 60,000,000 jobs would 
be required after the war, scoff- 
ed because it was thought beyond 
attainment. But right now that 
many are working, a few million 
are waiing to go to work and 
there is a demand by industry for 
a few million more, 

This high rate of employment 
comes after a long gap in which 
millions were idle through strikes, 
reconversion was delayed and pro- 
duction retarted, The result of 
that gap was the beginning of an 
inflationary spiral which is still 
proceeding. But once the strikes 
situation was overcome, produc- 
tion and employment leaped for- 
ward overnight in response to 
buying demand, If it is maintained 
it may restrain inflation, 

*x* * * 

HAD THAT STRIKE period 
been avoided, the present condi- 
tion of employment and _ produc- 
tion would have been reached some 
months ago, possibly in April, 
and it would have been reached 
without the advance in prices to 
a level which, economists say, will 
bring a curtailment in buying and 
a consequent economic recession 
next year. Though it may be a 


|mild recession it will be unavoid- 
lable because 


the maladjustment 
which makes the present activity 
a boom rather than a sound ad- 
vance must be corrected, 

It now recognized, even by 
labor, that it was a mistake to 
establish a wage level higher than 
production warranted, of boost-

This employment peak does not 
mean technical reconversion has 
been completed, It has not and 
will not be completed for several 
years.

Moscow T ightens the Grip

When Maxim Litvinov was 
leased” from the foreign office of 
the Russian government his depar- 
ture was generally interpreted as 
marking the change in Russian po!- 
icy already evident on many frents. 
Mr. Litinov was chief advocate of 
co-operation between Russia and 
the West, the man who negotiated 
the United States’ recognition of 
the Communist regime in 1933, who 
stood for collective security and 
disarmament in the League of Na- 
tions, 

He disappeared from the stage ot 
international politics when Russia 
signed its famous agreement with 
Germany in 1939 and his influence 
since then apparemly has been in- 
significant. But when the Russian 
government feels it necessary to 
dismiss him great significance at- 
taches to its action, That Mr. Lit- 
vinov’s going symbolizes Russias 
belligerency towards the West is 
obvious. 

Mr. Litvinov is not the only hign 
Russian personage involved in cur- 
rent changes, They affect the army 
and the internal organization of ihe 
Communist party. All of these devel- 
opments seem to indicate a vigor- 
ous attempt to strengthen’ the 
whole Communist regime in sip- 
port of a strong foreign policy, 

This follows murmurs of discon- 
tent in Russia which arise from 
various causes. The first is wear-

I had the oportunity, recently, 
of discussing at some length the 
problem of the older veteran with 
Col. P. J, Philpott, advisor on vet- 
erans of two wars to the deputy 
minister of veterans affairs. Him- 
self a veteran of both this war and 
the last, an old Legion member, 
and formerly a resident of Saska- 
toon, he knows what the older vet- 
erans problem is, and what is 
more important, has some answers 
to it, 

He says that the older veterans 
can be divided into two main 
groups. The first is the group 
who are able and willing to work, 
provided they are given a chance 
in jobs they can 
handle. The se- 
cond is the group 
who, because of 
age or disability, 
are no longer able 
to earn their own 
living. The ans- 
wer is decent jobs 
for the first group, , 
decent pensions A 
for the second, PROWSE 

He is approaching the problem 
of getting jobs for these older 
vets through the expansion of 
the Canadian Corps of Commis- 
sionaires. They will take over 
the guarding of War Assets Cor- 
poration supply dumps, govern- 
ment ordnance depots, and similar 
places. These are jobs which the 
older men are quite capable of 
doing and for which they are 
far better suited than younger 
men, The pay is such that they 
will be able to live in decency 
and put a little aside to provide 
some comfort for their old age. |

the federal government to give 
“every assistance” in the dispersal 
of Japenese residents of British 
Columbia across Canada, the Angli- 
can general synod Tuesday passed 
a motion asking Anglicans to “ex- 
tend a helping hand in the recep- 
tion and settlement” of these peo- 
ple. 

The resolution, as recommended 
in the report of the church's coun- 
cil for social service, originally 
commended the government's policy 
of dispersing Japanese across the 
country “as the most practical and 
quitable program thus far en- 
uncitated,” but this section was 
removed before passage at a joint 
session of the upper and lower 
houses of the synod. 

Divorce Report Hit 

At a meeting of the lower house, 
the interim report of the church’s 
commission on marriage and div- 
orce met heavy opposition in a 
three-hour debate which ended 
with the postponement of further 
discussion 

The house did, however, pass a 
resolution which will request the 
upper house to amend the Anglican 
table of kindred and affinity so 
that it will omit the prohibibitions 
on marriage to sister or brother-in- 
law, aunt or uncle-by-marriage, and 
niece or nephew-by-marriage 

Tha most contentious resolution 
of the evening was one which asked 
the house to approve the remar- 
riage within the church of the in- 
nocent parties in divorce, subtect 
to certain conditions of investiga- 
tion and civil law, It was made 
by the prolocutor of the house, R 
V. Harris of Halifax. 

Would Approve Principle 

Followiny considerable discussion 
over the difference between divorce 
and annulment, Mr. Harris agreed 
to divide his proposed canon ino 
two sections which dealt with each 
separately 

Rev. R. C. Blagrave, of Hamilton 
chairman of the commission, moved 
an amendment to the original mo- 
tion and asked the house to approve 
“the principle involved namely 
that clergy of the Church of Ene- 
land in Canada may remarrry in- 
nocent parties in divorces pruvided 
prover safeguards are provided.’ 

Hugh C. Farthing, lay delegate 
from Calgary, told the delegat*s he 
favored the motion because thera 
was “no suggestion to extend or 
liberalize the grounds for divorce.” 

Citing cases of men_ returning 
from overseas to broken homes, he 
said their reward from the church 
was to be “condemned to 50 years 
of celibacy or proclaimed as an 
adulterer.” 

Oppose Gambling 

The synod also passed a resolution 
opposing the extension of gambling 
opportunities in Canada. 

Very Rev. C. E. Riley. Toronto, 
said he assumed this included rac- 
ing, bingo and other popular games | 
of chance He said the same thing 
might be applied to the wheat, stocks 
and cotton exchanges, where gambl- 
ing was taken as a matter of prac- | 
tice. | 

“I'm not a puritan in the thing, | 
but I do thing we ought to be con- | 
sistent. Is the synod taking a 
stand against the working inen who 
bets on horses and the exchange 
speculator?” 

Dr. D. 8. H. Prince of Halifax, | 
said a distinction must be kept be- | 
tween gambling and speculation. | 
Speculation had economic uses and | 
helped to equalize the long-run | 
price of any commodity on the open 
market. | 

Objection to this statement was | 
taken by Dr. J. C. Flanagan, Mon- 
treal, who commended recent re- 
marks by UNRRA director Fiorello 
La Guardia. Mr. La Guardia had 
recommended the closing of specu- | 
lative grain exchanges throughout | 
the world. | 

Won't Investigate Holdings | 

A motion calling for complete in- 
vestigation of the church’s indust- 
rial investments with a view to dis- 
covering wether the companies con- | 
cerned were operating on “Christian 
principles” was rejected at a meeting 
of the Anglican synod Tuesday. 

“This is in no sense a proposal of 
financial puritanism,” said Rev. S. 
L. Pollard of Montreal, who hade 
the motion. “Christian people 
must gain a clear understanding of 
the principles of Christ and apply 
them to our social needs. It is | 
merely a question of facing our re- 
sponsibilities.” 

The church would have to gain 
full knowledge of the wages and 
labor conditions in companies in 
which it held shares. 

J. P. Bell, retiring treasurer, said | 
he presumed the speaker referred 
to the Steel Company of Canada, 
whose employes now are on strike 
at Hamilton. | 

“Our list of eligible companies 
{s the same as that of any in- 
surance company,” Mr. Bell said. | 
He suggested there would be little 
reason for the Church to investigate 
a situation where “a small group 
of employes” might be responsible 
for a strike. 

The motion was defeated by a vote 
of 100-56. |

Will Use Freezers 


In Herring Trade 


By Basil Dean 

LONDON. The quick-freeze 
method of preserving food, becom- 
ing widely used in Canada but not 
yet general in Britain, is to be tried 
out in the British herring fish- 
ing industry. 

Britain's department of scientific 
and industrial research—a rough 
equivalent of Canada's National 
Research council—has investigated 
the possibility of quick-freezing 
herrings as soon as they are landed 
and of storing them in 
until they can be delivered to re- 
tail stores. 


Interest in this plan, which was 


| the subject of a recent government 


report, has quickened during the 


past few weeks. This is because 
there have been several instances 
where “surplus” herrings have been 
dumped by tens of thousands into 
the sea at fishing ports while 
London housewives have unavail- 
ingly scoured their neighborhoods 


looking for herrings in fishmongers’ 
stores. 
Research department experts 
found that herrings which are 
quick-frozen at temperatures of 
from five to 20 degrees below zero 
lose little of their original fresh 
flavor and texture. Previous experi- 
ments in freezing failed because 
temperatures used (14 above zero) 
were not low enough. 
Quick-frozen herrings under 
new process can be stored—at

| below—for six to nine months and , 


at the end of that 
condition is almost 
able from fresh. 


So far, experts have figured no 
way of doing this aboard trawlers 
while they are still at sea, but 
most herrings are caught fairly 
close to the shore. It is therefore 
considererd quite feasible to erect 
quick-freezing plants at major fish- 
ing ports so that the catch can 
be frozen as soon as landed 

Establishment of such plants 
would enable the bulk of the catch 
to be frozen. Some fish would be 
distributed to stores in its frozen’ 
State a few days later while the 
rest would be stored for distrib- 
ution during the “off-season.”

White spruce is the leading com- 
mercial timber of the industry, 
valued at some $8,000,000 in 1944 
Spruce, jack pine, poplar and 
tamarack follow. In all some 20 
species of wood are found in the 
area first opened with the estab- 
lishment of a sawmill at Prince Al- 
bert 65 years ago. 

Most sweeping of the powers re- 
cently granted the Saskatchewan 
Lake and Forests Products corpora+ 
tion—a crown company—is that of 
a timber board, the only provincial- 
ly-controlled organization in the 
dominion handling marketing of 
timber. The board, established last 
| year, is affiliated with the Prince 
Albert box factory, expropriated by 
the province last November follow- 
ing a labor dispute. 

The practice of selling standing 
timber on crown lands to operators 
has been abandoned and in future 
operators will be contracted by the 
government corporation and the 
}lumber from crown lands will re- 
main crown property until deliver- 
ed,

Name Woman 
To Synod 


WINNIPEG, Sept. 11-(CP)-Mrs 
| R. E, Wodehouse of Ottawa has 
been active in church work for 
25 years and has been attending 
general synods for 14 years but 
it was still a “shock and a sur- 
prise” when she was chosen the 
first woman to be given full dele- 
gate status at a general synod of 
the Church of England in Canada. 

THE HONOR came not from her 
own diocese in Ottawa but from 
the northern diocese of the Yukon. 
Three years ago, the general sy- 
nod authorized recognition of any 
woman delegate provided women 
were seated by the ecclesiastical 
province of the diocese naming 
her. British Columbia amended 
its canon to allow this and the 
diocese of the Yukon, a part of 
the archdiocese of British Colum- 
bia, took advantage of the provis- 
ion. 

Mrs. Wodehouse was born in 
Port Arthur and attended Haver- 
gal College in Toronto and Trin- 
ity university where she received 
her BA. She then took what was 
known as a “diamond ring’ course 
at the Lillian Massey School of 
Domestic Science but it was not 
until four years later that she 
made practical use of the course 
by getting married. 

IT WASN’T until 1921 when she 
became recording secretary of the 
Ottawa diocese that she started 
taking an active interest in church 
work, She served on the Ottawa 
board for seven years and in 1928 
| was elected recording secretary of 
{the Dominion board. 

Mrs. Wodehouse was elected 
Dominion president of the wo- 


|men’s auxiliary in 1935 and she 


still holds that position.

New Method 
Gives Curls 


BY HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 

CHICAGO, Sept 11 -(AP)—A new 
method of hairdressing, claimed 
to give every woman permanent 
curls regardless of deficiecies 
which have kept some hair sraight, 
was reported to the American 
Chemical Society today. 

The process is not a secret for- 
mula, but is based on the action 
of the sulphur which forms part of 
all human hair, 

DOROTHY Sanford and Fred L. 
Humoller of the Raymond labora- 
tories, St. Paul, explained that hu- 
man hair is made principally of 
keratin, a fibrous protein. The fi- 
bres link together, end to end, to 
make a long chain. There are two 
kinds of links fastening the keratin 
fibres together. One of these is the 
form of sulphur known as cystine. 

In waving or curling hair, these 
sulphur links are broken, by taking 


oxygen out of the cystine, and after | 


the sulphur links are re-established 


| by adding oxygen, 


IT 1S while the woman's hair has 


}the cystine or sulphur links broken 
that the hairdresser winds the tress 


es around small curlers. At that 
point, if no sulphur link is present, 
the keratin fibres slide over each 
other and bend, thus producing a 
curl, 

If next the sulphur link is re- 
stored, the difficulty has been that 
the sulphur-cystine part of hair 
varies from woman to woman. The! 
sulphur links do not all break at 
the time, nor return for their lock- 
ing job at the right time.

MONTREAL, Sept. 11 -(CP)- The

Co-operative House 
Success at Coast 

VANCOUVER, Sept 11-(CP 
There is a lamp in the shape of a 
seottie dog in the living room of a 
battered, old, grey house in Van- 
couver. When the lamp is lit it 
warns that the parlor is being oc- 
cupied by a visiting swain and one 
of the eight girls resident there. 

This is an example of the team- 
work in the household where eight 
young women live together on a co- 
perative basis. The “house-mother” 
‘is Edith McClelland, 27, and the 
other residents are two stenograph- 
ers, a commercial artist, a commer- 
cial student, a teacher, a research 
scientist and a department store 
employee, 

It is one of four co-operative 
houses in Vancouver for working 
girls organized by Mrs, Laura Ja- 
mieson, former CCF member of the 
provincial legislature for Vancouver 
centre, 

The girls each pay $30 a month 
but sometimes there are additional 
small assessments for special expen- 
ses. 

Most of the girls in the house 
have different hobbies and interests 
and as a result there are few organ- 
ized house activities 

“That's probably why it works,” 
said Ruth, the 31-year-old commer- 
cial artist. “We have the compan- 
ionship and the atmosphere of a 
home but we all go our own way

TORONTO.— Is there a buyers 
strike on in Canada? 

Gloomy forebodings to the effect 
that rising prices would make Mr 
and Mrs. Consumer postpone buying, 
thereby inviting a business depres- 
sion, scem to have at least some 
basis in fact, judging from the re- 
sult of a Gallup Poll across Canada, 
in which citizens from all groups 
of society—and geographic areas 
were asked 

“Are there any articles you want 
and could get, but which you refuse 
to buy just now because the price 
is too high?” 

No less than 68 percent of those 
Interviewed mentioned articles which 
they wanted to buy; which they 
believed they could buy; but which 
they were not buying because of 
prices. Some mentioned two or more 
types of articles, ranging all the way 
from houses to clothespin 

The articles which Canadians are 
not buying because of price fall into 
the following broad groups

It is interesting to see from the 
above that at least 18 percent of 
the public think they could buy 
cars if they wanted to pay the 
price, This item was mentioned 
more often by veterans of the Second 
Great War than any other item, 
no less than 31 percent of the vet- 
frans interviewed mentioning it

actually, current prices are restrain 
ing more women from buying thing 
than men.

Mr. Wallace attended President 
Camacho’s inauguration in 1940 
when he was vice-president. United
